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Canada’s King ad Oueen 


His most Excellent Majesty, King George VI, and Her most Gracious 
Majesty, Queen Elizabeth, are now visiting Canada. 

Canadian people in many parts of this land will have the opportuni:y 
of showing their affection to their King and Queen, and their loyalty ro 
King George as the head of the Government of Canada, Great Britain and 
of the Dominions, Territories and Possessions beyond the Seas; in short as 
the head of the British Commonwealth of Nations. 

Within the structure of che British, Canadian and Empire constitutions, 
both written and unwritten, the King or the Monarchy occupies a most 
definate and important position. 

Our King governs his peoples not in a despotic way as did certain Kings 
in olden days, but now with the consent and advice of the people through 
tke medium of the King’s Ministers who are duly elected by the people them- 


selves. 

It must not be thought from this, however, that the King is merely a 
figurehead or an automaton simply registering the decisions and decrees of 
his ministers. He has certain rights and privileges which it is his duty to 
exercisé whenever he feels in his judgment that the welfare of the various 
countries comprising the British Commonwealth of Nations, ur of the Em- 
pire as a whole, require it to be done. He has the privilege and the right 
for instance, of making suggestions to his Ministers, of advising and even of 
warning them, and if absolutely necessary of refusing to consent to legis- 
lation or to policies proposed by his Ministers. 

The King, under the British constitution,is peculiarly fitted to exercise 
these rights, duties and privileges for the particular reason that the Monar- 
chy is continuous. The King, representing the Monarchy, does not go in 
and out of power. He is completely above, and apart from, all party ideas 
and policies and dissensions; and since his office is continuous, he is able 
because of the experience of living through his own individual litetime, and 
also through close association with those Kings who haye preceded him, to 
carry in his mind and heart in an unbroken golden thread the true under- 
lying ideals which the British people have ever cherished, namely, the ideals 
of Liberty, Freedom, Justice and Tolerance. 

The members of our present Royal Family, following the example set 
by Queen Victoria, have also taken upon themselves an additional duty or 
responsibility that is not required of them by our constitution, and that is 
of caring particularly for the interests of the plain people, the common 
people one might say, over whom they reign. 

A study of the speeches, pronouncements and actions of the members 
of our Royal Family will disclose that the advancement of the welfare of 
the poorer classes of people is ever close to their hearts, and is an impor- 
tant and cherished object of their unfaltering efforts and endeayours. 

Whatever may be considered by other races to be the best torm of 
government suited to their particular national conditions, the British people 
undoubtedly have found themselves to be most satisfied with a system of 
government which is headed by a King or Queen, perhaps for the particular 
reason that British minds and hearts do not take kindly to abstract ideas. 
Abstract words do not mean very much to the average British person, We 
are people of action, we like concrete and definite things so that when we 
are thinking of our goyernment, or of our constitution, we are more satis- 
fied somehow to find all this expressed in the form or symbol of a living 
person whom we can see and respect,and who in his thoughts,feelings and 
ideas is much the same as we are. Such a living symbol of government we 
can understand, it seems to appeal vividly to our imaginations; it is all some- 
how satisfying to our nature. 

When, therefore, the good people of Canada have the privilege of 
showing their affection and loyalty to their King and Queen, they are actu- 
ally seeing, in the person of the King,the living Government and Constitu- 
tion of Canada, Great Britain and of all the other Dominions, Territories 
and Possessions across the Seas, which comprise the Great British Common- 
wealth of Nations. Actually, therefore, it is not only the King of Canada 
that is visiting these shores, but it is too, in his Royal Person, 
the governments of all the other countries comprising the British Common- 
wealth of Nations. In short. in this Roval and Regal Person is to be seen 
a symbol of the whole British Emrire. 

In this country of Canada some thirty or more races of people have 
come from the far ends of the earth to find homes, and some of them have 
found prosperity bevond their fondest dreams and hopes, and all have 
tound those precious things which the King represents —Liberty, Freedom 
and Justice. 

The British have ever possessed the great talent of being able io live 
and let live in the midst of other peoples, and because they possess this 
great virtuc, they have been able to live everywhere. The King represents 
this spirit also. 

But quite apart from the fact that the King is the head of the Govern- 
ment of Canada, and of the other countries comprising the British Com- 
monwealth ot Nations, he is held in loving affection for an entirely separ- 
ate reason, which is that he embodies, with his wife Queen Elizabeth, and 
with the Royal Princesses, Elizabeth and Margaret Rose, that .institution 
which is the true bulwark of all British people—a happy home and a sim- 
ple and very human loving family.

The United States Depart- 
ment of Agriculture calculates 
that the organized poisoning for 
grasshopper control from the 
Mississippi River to the Pacific 
Coast last year suved farmers’ 
erops worth $176,000,000. More 
then 400,000: farmers used ap 
proximately 155,000 tons of 
mixed bait on about 30,000.000 
acres and this furnished prote2- 
tion for more than 55,000,000 
acres of crops, The Kansas City 
Times estimate that in the State 
vf Kansas alone grasshoppers 
vaused about $7,000,000 worth 
of loss to crops in 1938 but that 
the poisoning campaign saved 
$30,000,000 worth of crops. “Far 
mers in the West,” said the 
Kansas City Times, “are now 
thoroughly convinced of the effi- 
ciency of the po'soning campaign 
and the work will go on this 
year on an even lurger scale.” 

No doubv the same proportion- 
ate saving by poisoning was last 
year made with the crops in 
Western Canada, slthough se- 
vere losses were experienced in 
Southern Saskatchewan, Every
